Krueger 
was driven to desperation by the deed he did 
on the night of May 4. All that night he and a 
companion spent tn the saloons on Milwaukee 
avenue, drinking hard. They were armed, 
and on Wednesday Krueger was heard to say 
in one of these places, that he was determined 
to kill the rst policeman he met and die with 
him. He feared capture and hanging and 
made up his mind to die with his boots on.’’

This remarkable story led to aa investiga- 
tion of Krucger’srecord. Wm. Selliger, the 
indicted man who will give State's evidence, 
says that Krueger was one ofthe conspirators 
who was present at the secret meeting held on 
West Lake street on the night of May 8. Lingg, 
Engel, Fischer, Hirschberger and Apel were 
there, It was at that meeting that the plot 
was laid. The investigations made by State’s 
Attorney Grinnell and Capt. Sohaak revealed 
the fact that Krueger was one of the most radi- 
dal of the anarchists, a constant inciter to 
offensive action. His name was found among 
the liste in the Arbeiter Zeitung office. His 
Gescription tallies in every respect with that 
given dy John Bernet of the man who threw 
the bomb. He was known to be engaged with 
Louis Lingg and two other men in the manu- 
facture of dynamite and bombs. He attended 
the Haymarket meeting with a man named 
Wilhelm Boege. After the terrible affair the 
two wenfon adebauch, and late in the after - 
noon of the following day made their way 
gradually toward the scene of the massacre.
